Mr. Curtis 
might have taken a more sprightly example, 
perhaps, but none which is more popular or 
influential in its own community. 

It is said that one day, when the Ledger 
printed a startling and hardly credible piece of 
news, a gentleman encountered Mr. Childs be- 
fore he had seen the morning paper. 

“Mr. Childs,” said he, ‘‘thatis startling news 
in this morning’s Ledger. I can hardly be- 
lien ve it; there must be some mistake.” 

‘You are sure you saw it -in the Ledger?’’ 
asked Mr. Childs. 

“Oh yes, it is there.’ 

“Then it must be true. I have not seen it, 
but if it is in the Ledger I will vouch for its 
antheunticity.’ 

Sure enough it was true. Mr. Childs’s sys 
tem of verifying news before its publication 
was rigid and he had full confidence in his 
subordinates. 

Mr. Curtis overlooks the useful purpose of 
saving the readers time by ample headlines 
when ha calls them typographical hysteria, 
and he forgets that pictures can be read ten 
times as fastas letter press, but he says a 
good thing in the following nevertheless. 

The London Times recently spoke of 
forcible-feeble orators who fancy that strong adjecs 
tives make a strong speech. The remark recalis 
Mr. Emerson's warning against an excessive use of 
the superlative degree, and at this time of the cen- 
tennial anniversary of Washington's inauguration 
it may well be remembered that one of his great 
distinctions was his moderation, his adhesion to the 
positive degree. As Artemus Ward says, ‘‘he never 
slopped over.””

Christianity vs. Socialism. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, in the North American Review. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott quotes Mr. James Rus- 
sell Lowell’s saying that “‘Socialism means, or 
wishes tomean, * * the practical applica- 
tion of Christianity to life,’’ or more fully, “‘co- 
operation and community of interests, sympa- 
thy, the giving to hands not so large ashare as 
to the brains, but a larger share than hitherto 
in the wealth they must combine to produce,”’ 
and says: 

“This is what Christianity means, or wishes 
tomean, How, then, do they differ from each 
other?”’ 

This is a striking question, but he quickly 
demolishes it by saying that Christianity seeks 
to effect this by working from the man out- 
ward—developingthe units of society, that 
they may develop the whole. While social- 
ism seeks to cast a society ready-made, as it 
were, without developing the men of which it 
is composed and reforming them into such 
units as could compose a society of the ideal 
kind.

How Artemus Ward Became a Leciurer. 

J. W. Watson in the North American Review. 

About thirty years ago there was a paper 

published in this city by several brothers named 
Stephens, called Vanity Fair, having for contribu- 
tors such men as Thackeray, Fitz-James O'Brien, 
George Arneld, Henry Stanley, and, in fact, all the 
literary talent of the country, with editors such as 
Charles G. Leland, Henry Clapp and Frank Wood, 
and yet it was plain that the public did not 
want it, and it was about to give up the 
ghost, when the publtshers consulted me as 
to what they should do. My advice was 
to get an editor who was well known for his comi

G. Saxe and Artemus Ward, whose real name I did 
notthen know. J] knew that Saxe could not be had, 
as he was a candidate for governor of Vermont;

pond with Artemus and offer him $50 per week and 
traveling expepvses to come to New York 
as the new cditor. The respense was immediate ac- 
ceptance, and $25 and two weeks’ salary were for” 
warded—he afterward told me the offer was a god- 
send, as he was getting but $10 a week on the Cleve- 
land Plaindealer, asa reporter—and in a few days 
Browne arrived in New York and assumed the 
chair. The paper languished on fora few monthse 
and then went the way of all funny papers. 

One day, when this had happened, I was walking 
up B:oadway and regretting the result, tor I’ bad 
become very much attached to Browne, He was 
talking about going back to Cleveland and resum- 
ing his old position, when I suggested to him that he 
try lecturing. At this he laughed, declaring him- 
self totally unfit, not befmg able to speak in public 
at all, and having nosubject. lIinsisted, and gave 
him, asa subject, “Ghosts,’’ New York at the time 
being very much exercised over a toolish humbug 
got up in the newspapersand called ‘The Twenty- 
S:venth-Street Ghost...

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“TARIFF REFORM.” 


HON. ROGER Q. MILLS’S RESPONSE 
TO ATOAST iN OHIO. 


Banquct of the Jefferson Club the Occa 
sion for His Remarks—Admission of 
Manufacturing Articles Free of Duty. 

SprixnGcrieLp, O., April 6.—At the fourth 
annual banquet of the Jefferson club, at which 
the Hon. R. Q. Mills was a guest, in response 
to a toast, “tariff reform,'’ be said: 

Tariff reform isa dull subject for a speech at 

a banquet, but, dull as it is, it is a subject that 

demands the attention of the American people, 

and it will continue to demand the attention of 
the American people until the monuments 
which an unjust and excessive taxation has 
placed inthe pathway of our industrial ad- 
vancement have been removed. Asa people, 
we bave arrived at that stage when the pro- 
ductive capacity of our labor has far out- 
stripped the capacity of our people for con- 
sumption. This is a remarkable condition in 
which the country is placed. It demands the 
serious consideration not only of the states- 
manship of the country, but of the people, 
who, thanks to the memory of Thomas Jeffer- 
gon, are the sources of all power in this land. 
[Applause.] What are we to do with this sur- 
plus production of our labor? Fornine months 
in the year we produce more than our people 
can consume in twelve. It means three mouths 
of idleness for men who cannot afford to be 
idle, men upon whose work depends the sub- 
éistence of themselves, their wives: and chil- 
dren. They must have employment. What 
is the solution of this question? You must 
have an extended capacity among your own 
people to consume, and you must open a path- 
way to all the people of the world to help con- 
sume that product. How are you going to get 


that? 
ONLY ONE WAY. 

There is only one way in which you can have 
the markets of the country or any market, and 
that is to underséll your rivals. Distort this 
question in any way you will, surround it-with 
any fallacies you may, it is a question of busi- 
ness. Youcan’t keep the market unless you 
undersell your rivals. You must produce the 
thing you sell in the market at a lower cost 
than your rival. Every article that goes into 
thé market has a cause of value—the produc- 
tion of the thing, labor and material. I 
maintain before you al) tonight, and no man 
can successfully contradict it, that we have 
the cheapest labor in the world. We have the 

orest paid labor in the world in proportion 

the amount of labor they do. We have the 
most skilled labor; we have the most eflicicnt 
labor in the world; we have the most produc- 
tive Jabor in the world. No peopleon the face 
of the globe can standin the way of the ad- 
vancement of American genius and American 
enterprise. [Applause.] Do not misunder- 
stand me. A greal many people are deceived 
by the rate of wages paid in this country, by 
the day, by the week, by the month, by the 
year, or by any given time. Thatis no index 
to the cost of labor except that it proves pretty 
conclusively that we pay the highest wages in 
the world paid to any people. Itsimply means 
that we produce the thing lower than any 
other people so far as tle labor is involved 

AN ILLUSTRATION. 

Let me illustrate to you: Mr. Wright, the 
ghief of our bureau, at Washington, one of the 
most distinguished statisticians in the United 
States, soine years ago instituted an investiga- 
tion into the relative rates of wages paid in 
some forty-five or tifty branches of industries 
fn England and Massacliusetts, taking England 
as a class paying the highest wages in Europe, 
and Massachusetts as paying the highest in 
this country. Take for instance the boot and 
shoe industry, and he showed conclusively 
that in Massachusetts we paid 129 per cent 
higher rates of wages than were paid any- 
where in Great Britain. Now our friends who 
talked about protection would say you must 
protect our American labor. Why, we are 
paying 120 per cent more for the same labor, 
and we cannot afford to come in competition 
with that shoemaker over there at a 
less per cent. But let us go a 
little further and see about that. 
When we tako that very instance and go 
down tothe very bottom ofthe question, we 
find that the shoemaker in Great Britain was 
paid 50 cents a pair for making the same pair 
of shoes that the shoemakerin Massachusetts 
was paid 33 cents a pair for. The shoemaker 

in Massachusetts gets for making wholesale 33 
cents a pair, while the laborer in England gets 
BO cents a pair, and yet the Massachusetts man 
gets lL) per cent more by the day or week 
than the Englishman. How are you going to 
account for this’ It is just this, that the 
Massachusetts man makes thirty-five pairs in 
aweek at 33 cents a pair, making $11.55, 
while the Englisiman makes ten pairs of 
shoes at 50 cents @ pair, and gets $5 a week. 
There isthe question illustrated. Now, my 
friends, is the rate of wages paid in England, 
and imported into this country, sold in com 
petion with the rate of wages paid to the Mas- 
sachusetis shoemaker, or is it the pair of 
shoes? Whi, it is a pair of shoes. 

ANOTHER INSTANCE, | 

Then tell me how a pair of shoes that cost 

fifty cents for the Jabor put upon them can be 
mporied and pay the cost of transportation to 
Bhe United States, and be sold in competition 
witha pair of shoes that cost thirty-three 
cents? Now, I told you a while ago that our 
Jabor is the cheapest labor in the world in pro- 
portion tothe labor done. Let me give you 
one more instance, Hv the statistics of our 
state dcpartment itis shown that a weaver 
earnsin Switzerland $2.80, in England $3.90, 
and a weaver in the United States gets $4.80 a 
week. This is the average here. Our weaver 
@arns more wages by the day, week or year 
than any other laborer in the world. There- 
fore our people say we must protect our 
labor against the cheap foreign labor. Let us 
see about that. When we take a picce of 
cloth and go back where it was made, and see 
the cloth for which the weaver was paid, we 
find that the Swiss weaver was paid #0c for 
weaving, and we find that the English weaver 
is paid (5c, and we find that the American 
weaver is paid 40c for weaving. Is the Amer- 
foan not the cheaper paid labor? Now, how is 
it that the American weaver gets $4.80, while 
the Swiss gets $2.80° Itis because the Swiss 
weaves 470 yards, the English weaves 709, and 
the American weaves 1,200 yards in a week. 
Therefore, in proportion to the amount of 
work done, the American gets less than any- 
y else in the world. 
PROTECTION POR LOW-PRICED LABOR, 

Now, gentlemen, we don’t want to protect 
the genius and the productive capacity of 
the American workman against the incompe- 
tency of foreigners who can meet with him 
and compete with him. Heis not to be pro- 
tected against our genius and aur enterprise 
oS gemma and when high-priced labor comes 
nto competition with low-priced labor, it is 
the low-priced labor that needs protection, not 
the high-priced labor, and in all the world 
Where these two have come in competition the 
low-priced labor, like the Arab, has folded its 
tent and stolen away. [Applause.] Why, we 
usedto have low-priced labor all over this 
country. I remember when I was a boy of my 
mother using the spinning wheel to clothe the | 
family. How tbany pounds of cotton could | 
she spinin a week’ Three pounds. What | 
Was the rate of wages per week? About 
$3. That is $1 a pound for the spin- 
ning of that cloth, the labor cost of it. Now, 
think of the spinajing by machinery at a cost 
of i cent per pound, By the aidof Machin ry 
and the inventive skill of Amoricans we are 
able to turn out 4,000 pounds a week, and 
what isthe labor cost of a pound of thread 
now spun by machinery? Three thousand 
pounds cost 56; £5 a week, and the wages are | 
INCTEased ath - r cdnt., but. the pr ductive 
fapacity of the labor istincreased 3,90 per cent, 
Now what is the cost of & pound? Not $1, 
but 1-5 cent. Now, take the product of cheap 
labor fifty years ago, and compare it with the 
Cost of the thread protiuced by the present ma- 
chincry, at the cost of 1-5 cent per pound 
and ever DOdY KnoWs the result. Your 
Spinuing-wheel of the civilization of f 
years ago has given Way iu the onward mar rr 


of the genius of our American people and 


their preductive capaciiy. 
: TWO GREAT ELEMENTS, 

e Now, I say we have the most productive }a- 
bor in the world; we have the ch: apest Jabor 
in the world, and those are the two great 
elements in the cos: of any article and there is 
asecon material. Now, if wecan produce | 
those things lower than anybody, all that is re- | 
quired for us (to do is to produce it at an equal | 
Gost of material ami then wecan take the | 
market away from them ahd keep it: [Ap- | 


pianso.} But we have not the 
material as low, we have not the wool as 
cheap in Olmo, as cheap as they have it in 
Europe. I have said that tomy poople in 
Texas, who raise about twice as much wool as 
you. They take the market away from us; 
they bring all their material to the doors of 
their factories and give work -to their own 

ople and then transport the product of their 
Ghar allover the whole earth. Now let us 
buy all our coal, allour wool, all our cotton, 
all our iron and steel and what is necessary 
to giveemployment and put us on the same 
equal plane with these people and then we 
can take all the markets from them in spite of 
everything that they do. {Applanse.] Earope 
is exporting today over $1,000,000,000 of tex- 
tile cotton silk and linens; $1,000,000,000 in 
textile that we can manufacture, nine-tenths 
of them cheaper than they can to save their 
souls, as we have cheaper labor than they 
have. 

FREE WOOL. i Bad 

Now take your taxes—call it a tax; it isa 
tax—the tax has to be added when you buy all 
your wool. They buy their wool in South 
America, Russia or Australia, but there is a 
lax on your wool, to be added to the cost. 
Take that tax off and you put your manufac- 
turer on an equal plane with theirs; then, your 
labor being cheaper than they can possibly 
have it, you sell to the world. Think how 
many workmen would be called in to manu- 
facture: conceive of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of handg; what a demand for labor all 
over the country. Is it not a tariff on the 
thing that affects the laborer’ wages? 
Would it not increase the demand for us? 
It is the cheapening of a man’s labor 
that decreases and not increases the 
price of the goods which he makes.. It is 
the lack or the article which is imported, the 
profits of which go into the pockets of bis em- 
nloyer and not into his. The tax is not on the 
ache it is on the thing that the labor makes 
and the thing that belongs to his employer, 
nottohim. [Applause.! If you want to in- 
crease the wages of your laborer; if you want 
to give employment not only for nine months, 
but for twelve months; if you wait to keep 
him eonstantly employed at wages tending 
upward ;if you want to put bread into his mouth 
and into that of his wife and children, then 
make a demand for his employment, constant, 
active and vigorous, andto do this you have 
gotto take down those barriers. If that raw 
materia! is purchased in all parts of the world 
upon an equal footing with all other countries, 
then give him the privilege of doing that 
work, and you will do that very desirable 
thing. [Applause,] 

ADMIT THEM FREE, 

Take the taxes off of wool, take the taxes 
off of coal, take the taxes off of ore, off of flax 
and all materials that enter into our manufac- 
ture, let them be admitted without duty. and 
there would be a emand not only for the inhab- 
itants in this land but for more people to come. 
Why must we havea high tariff to protect 
labor? Is there any tariff on labor? Is there 
a duty of 100 per cent on foreign laborers com- 
ing into this country with a fixed value put on 
the head of each one? Any tax upon the im- 
portation of arms, legs and heads, the things 
that make goods ? Isthe supply made less 
by a duty on that foreign competition kept out 
and the demand being improved in this coun- 
try? ‘hat is protection. How far does that 
protection go? Isnotthatathing to redeem 
the laborer? But the protection is upon the 
material owned by the employed, and the en- 

ianced pricejgoes into the pockets of 
the employer, not to him. There is 
no protection for him. No tariff can benefit 
him. Itis beyond the genius even of 
an American man to make any tariff that will 
afford any obstruciion to movements of com- 
merce that possibly benefit the workmen. 
The only thing that the American workman 
can do is to tear down the barrier, and allow 
commerce to tflow as God intended it should 
for the benefit and happiness of his children. 
fApplause.}] But the tariff must be for tie 
workman. As Mr. Blaine said in the begin- 
ning of the last campaign, ‘‘Capital can’t take 
care of itself; it’s a question of labor from skin 
to core, and back toskin again,’’ and 1t has got 
to skin again. [Laughter.} It is a question of 
labor from skin to core, but if the tariff is for 
the protection of the workman, why don’t 
they give him the benefit of it? 

THE TAX ON PIG TRON. 

I find that there is a tax of $6.72 on a ton 
of pig iron imported into the United States 
from foreign countries, but when | look into 
the report made by the manufacturers of pig 
iron made by the .census of 1880 & find that 
the amount paid for labor is from $1.25 to 
$1.50 per ton, but who gets the balance of 
that 46.70, and who gets it all? Why, the 
man who owns the pig iron, not the laborer, 
Ii there was no tariff on pig iron at all, if 
admitted into this country free of duty, they 
would still pay him $1.25 and $1.50aton. As 
it is now all.that goes into the pocket of the 
man who owns the material. We are paying 
duties of from 200 to 250 per cent on woolen 
goods, and the cheaper the goods the higher 
the duty, the poorer and cheaper the higher 
the duty.: Thomas Jefferson said, under the 
inspiration of heaven I believe, when he 
peuned that declaration of independence, 
when he appealed to the universe he said: 
“We hold these truths to be self-evident that 
all men are created equal. [f{Applause.] 
Equality isthe ‘fundamental condition of as- 
sociation of all men in every government.’’ 
In those good old days we did not hear of 
millionaires. You could have counted on your 
fingers, thirty years ago, all the millionaires. 
Ican only recollect of hearing of Stephen 
Girard and John Jacob Astor. Now we have 
the Vanderbilts -think of the capital they 
control and the amountof tariff you must pay 
to furnish five or six heads with bonnets or 
their bodies with clothes! Does anybody fail 
to see that there is nota distribution of tariff 
equaliy’? 

EVERYTHING FROM LABOR, 

Is not everything we have made up of labor? 
Certainly everything is from labor. Tiis 
house is made by labor, your food is labor, your 
farm, everything, the pearls these beautiful 
ladies wear, gotten from the ~ depths 
of theitcsea, the flowers, the adorn- 
ments, every thing is composed of Jabor. Now 
tell me, why now isthere any tariff? Here is 
a suit of clothes that cost a man ten days’ 
labor in Massachusetts. Tle wants wheat, and 
he proposes to exchange it for ten bushels of 
wheat that cost some man in Minnesota ten 
days’ labor. The man in Massachusetts can’t 
make wheat and the man in Minnesota can’t 
make clothes. One has to depend upon the other 
each working at the their own occupation. 
They make the exchange, but supposed the 
man in Massachusetts is protected by a tariff 
and compels the man in Minnesota to work 
hirty days for a suit of clothes. One of two 
things must result—either you reduce the labor 
in Massachusetts or the labor in Minnesota, be- 
cause if you reduce the wheat in purchase price, 
by adding tariff for the clothes you will! de- 
crease the price vf making the clothes to that 
extent, and you can understand now where 
the millionaire comesin. |Applause.] But 
ro on with that policy and you will have mil- 
ionaires on all your streets. There are thous- 
ands of millionaires made within the last 
quarter of a century, and only three or four 
in the half or three-quarters of a century 
during Jefferson’s time, or two or three gen- 
erations. Theresult is that the farms are 
mortgaged, men are standing idie begging em- 
ployment, wages are being reduced by men 
who make these arguments, and yet in this 
country these things exist. Vote then for that 
policy which calls into life again our mercantile 
calls back that policy which Mr. Jefferson so 
strongly atid ably advocated when, in the

nounced the principles. Vote for -the policy 
Which floats our navy in every part of the 
world and on every sea, as she used to do.

Grandpa got a notion into his head that bee- 
keeping was pleasant and profitable.

The only bee that I ever tried to keep was a 
bumble bee in a pungpkin blossom, and the old 
rascal ripped out at@he side while I was hold- 
ing the ends of the blossom to hear him 
‘‘zoom,”’ and he backed up against the side of 
my head in such a forcible way that I never 
forgot the ex perience.

Amenicus, Ga., April 6.— 
leus is rightly termed the hub of 
Georgia.

There is much money here, and the people 
are of that liberal and go-ahead class which 
cannot be kept down. ‘They are ready at all 
times to put their money into new enterprises, 
and consequently Americus is booming ahead 
with great rapidity. In fact, Americus is 
growing so rapidly that today there is nota 
vacant dwelling or store in the city. Many 
new houses arc now under construction, but 
each of these are already rented, 

However. its people are not only an enter- 
prising and business set, they are cultured, re- 
fined and hospitable.

Georgia which has built and now operates a 
line to tide water speaks well for the enter- 
prise of its citizens. For the purpose of main- 
taining an independent fine, the Americus In- 
vestment company was organized some time 
ago, and now owns a controlling interest in 
this road.

Wow it Is Haridied and Sold in Atlanta- 
About Cotn Fed Beef—-What the Butch- 
ere Say A owt It. 

Ten years aio! grasshoppers ate the crops of 
the west: now. vie do it. 

The twelve-armd a half cent corn gocs lowing 
over the plains to the slaughter houses and 
then comes ts u4 in refrigerating cars. 

Long lines of becf anarters banging from the 
roof on queer jo¢king hooks. A car load of 
beef comes in trom Kansas City, and itis 
switched on the track at the back door. See 
how they han dld it. 

The temperatire inside the car is 35 degrees 
and forty or {{t¥ carcases are hanging from the 
roofon queet looking hooks. A quarter is 
taken out, bho»k'and all, and hung on an iron 
rail that runsialong the platform a little higher 
than your heid.; The hook has a roller and it 
is down grade¢ oh the rail from the car door 
into the cold sterage room. A man gives the 
guarter a pus: andthe way it goes, the hook 
rolling on the rai) overhead, until it gets to the 
door of the cooler. Just inside the door 
five rails cynverge and a switch throws 
the outside rail to connect with 
one of five inside. It is the quarter of a steer 
and it goes to a rail on opeside. Anotinei 
steer quarter*comes and it goes the same way. 
Then the quarter of a young cow is switched 
on to another rai] inside the cooler. A good 
fatstecr is meatier and of better tlavor than 
the cow, and sclis fora half to three-quarters 
of acenta pdunc wore, 

The ear lofd all in, the cooler is closed and 
the temperatare redaced to thirty-eight degrees 
by ammonia refrigeration, he meat was re- 
duced to thatitem perature before it left Kansas 
City, and the car was iced about every 
125 miles to Heep it that way. The cooier is 
easily controled by the ammonia refrigerating 
pipes and dovble ventilation. 

There is no dampness. The manager, Mr. 
W. J. Connely, strikes a match en the side of 
the room as readily as on the outside. 

There is beef; mutten, sausage and spare- 
ribs from the west, fattencd where corn is 
twelve and a halfcents a bushel. You can 
tell the differzrice in the flesh. In a well fed 
beef the blood carpuscles are red and the 
tissue will Keep longer in the sun. Inan 
emaciated animalthe blood is notas brighta 
red, itis darker and the meat turns black 
much sooner. Corn fed boef will keep longer 
in the open air because the tissue is of better 
quality than that in an animal who takes his 
meals catch-as-Patcli-can. °¢ 

A butcher cofnes in: 

“T want some of the best quarters you 
have. What is it worth?” 

“Hive and 6) half forthe best. 

“Send me a lialf dozen quarters as quick as

you can.” 

A door is opened at the front of the cooler 
and the beef is roiled forward on the hooks to 
the door were it is switched toa rail that 
runs to the Alabama street door. On the way it 
passes on the over Lead scales and is weighed, 
and then relied out to the door where it is 
taken off theshoks and sent tothe butclier. 

“These sca’es will turn with the weight ofa 
dollar,” said; the manager. “They are just 
balanced nov, put one up there.” 

I puta sil¥er dollar on the overhead scale 
and the beant barely moved upward. Anothex 
dollar was atlded andthe beam rosetill it 
almost tipped the bar that confined it. 

“Tie old Texas steer is no more,’’ said the 
manager. ‘iho large cattlenien of Texas and 
other cattle: siates, have introduced Letter 
breeds, which have improved the stock, and 
now even tlre cattleon the plains are much 
better than ithey used to be. The carcasses 
are much Jafger and meatier. The dressed 
beef cattle tutply comes from Texas, Colo- 
rado, Indian, territory, Iowa, Missouri and 
Kansas. It ‘has been shipped to the eastern 
and middle states for twelve years, and now 
we have refrigerating warehouses in all the 
principal cities of the  south—Atlanta, 
Macon, Savaunah, Charleston, Richmond and 
soon. Our beef costs the butchers of Manhat- 
tan market, New York, about a cent more 
than it does the Atlanta butchers. I think it 
is sold at a lewer price by the butchers of <At- 
lanta than by these of almost any other city. 
In New Yo*k porterhouse steak, of which 
there are on!v three cuts, sells for forty cents, 
the sirloin, “hich comes next, for eighteen 
cents, the rnp and round steaks for about 
eight cents. ®ien the man who wants the fancy 
cut pays a hixh price for it.” 

A butcher jvho does business away out on 
Decatur street happened in just then. 

“What do/you get for beef?’’ I asked Qim. 

‘Ten cents for everything.”’ 7 

“And you ‘iont make any difference between 
porterhouse »nd round?” 

“No, I sell_it all for the same price.’”’ But,” 
he added with’ atwinkle of the cye, ‘‘I have 
different customers.” 

Nearly all«he Atlanta buichers now buy 
the western beel, though a few still have their 
own slaughier houses. 

“The western. beef is better than any we 
have ever }sac,’’ said a Whitehall street 
butcher, and we like to handle it, but it costs 
1s a little move than we could butcher our own 
beef for. Western beef costs 4} to 54 cents 
and we can biaicher for fourcents. Cattle are 
only worth 2). cents on foot. Then we get the 
hide, tallow ctc., which amounts to several 
dollars. : 

“Wo are selling for ten to twelve and a half 
cents—ten fot round and twelve anda half for 
sirloin and pa terhouse. Weused to se!l for 
twe've and ‘a half to fifteen cents. I think 
this will precuce sharper competition among 
the butchers, and may bring prices down a 
little. This is a clean cut price; we don’t 
have to carry,much meat, for we can get more 
any time we want it.” 

A Peachtree street butcher was selling steak 
at twelve and a half to fifteen cents. “I like 
it and my ctstomers like it,’’ said he, ‘and it 
is a better quality than we had heretofore.” 

In the ofticé of the Armour company hangs 
the Kansas City ordinancé providing for the 
removal of wounded or ‘knocked down” cat- 
tle to rendering establishments and for the in- 
spection of sil beef by city officers, before 
andafter killing, before it leaves the city. 


Some of thé butchers are wary and adhere to | 


; 


the old stvie of slaughtering their own cattle. 
As a rule the¥ make no compiaint against the 
western beef. but somebow they like to have 
their own slaughter houses and do allthe 
work themselves. The majority, however, are 
taking the be@f clean cut from the dressed beef 
companies ant! say they fiud it more satisfac- 
tory than the ol plan. 

The manager of the Armour company says 
that his beef goes through three inspections 
and he wil) gnarantee it is allright. The 
butchers’ shops of Atlanta are regularly in- 
specied and ‘the city is pretty weil guarded 
against bad lLeef. 

The macniiude of the dressed becf industry 
may be understood when itis known that the 
slaughter hotises of Kansas City, Chicago, 
Omaha and Sioux City ki!l about 13,000 cattle 
aday. ‘JT catile average about $50 a head 
or about $390,000 wortli a day. At this rate 
the slaughter:would amount to $117,000,000 a 
year. ia ee

A Statesman in a Gymnasium. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Mr. Blaine is a daily 
patron of a gymnasium in Vernon row, on Pennsy!- 
vania avenue, He takes the same course asthe 
other patrons of the place, and the professor in 
charge puts him through the differest exercises. 

Hic first told him Saturday afternoon to stand with 
head erectand feet together. The professor then 
rubbed his handson Mr, Blaine’s stomach, knead- 
ing the muscles and nerves of that portion of the 
body thoroughiy, so as to increase the circulation ot 
the blood. Walking adozen steps Mr. Blaine as- 
sumed a semi-recumbent positlou on a settee. With 
a tirm grasp of Mr. Blaine’s right leg the professor 
worked it slowly ina circle tor a few minutes, and 
also toward the secretary of state’s body. This gives 
an exercise something like walking, only it brings 
more muscles into activity. The motion was re- 
peated with the leftleg. Then both legs and both 
arms were also kneaded. 

After this Mr. Blaine was asked to astride a kind 
of stationary hobby horse and put his feet in the 
two leather straps. His body, cntirely passive, was 
then worked around in a circle, first one way and 
then another, to exercise the muscles of the waist- 
A few feet distant is an upright post, with little stir- 
yups of wood crossing it at rizht angles. Grasping 
one of these and reclining his body forward at an 
angle of about 45 degrees, the secretary of state al 
lows himself to be beaten ail over the back. This 
strengthened his nervous system and promoted his 
digestion. 

Oue of the most peculiar machines in the room is 
that known asthe vibrator. The instrument con- 
sists of a leather belt operated by a mechanical ap- 
paratus putin motion by acrank. The belt is first 
put around thethigh. The friction produced cre- 
ates a sensation something like that from an elec- 
tricshock. After the thigh, the forelegs are pu 
through a similar operation, then the sides of the 
chest, then the back, the latter operation reminding 
one of the eurrying of a horse, the belt passing up 
and down the back. When Mr. Blaine concluded 
this course he felt his blood leaping through his 
veines with gratly increased activity,

ATLANTA SURROUNDFD BY MEN 
WilO GROW VEGETABLEs. 


— 


Something About Flowers—How You Are 
~ Kin toa Turnip. 


Here, my friend, did you know you were 
eating a piece of your kinsman? 

Not that juicy morsel from the tender spot 
on a bullock’s flank, but the turnip which you 
are pleased to call plebeian. 

Ifthe naturalists may be believed you can 
trace it back to those microscopic forms of life 
where animal and vegetable meet and merge 
in one kingdom, and from there you can follow 
its near relatives out through the long line of 
animals to man. 

Kin toaturnip? Why, don’t winceat that, 
for it nakes you kin to the lily, and Solomon 
inallhis glory was not arrayed like one of 
these, Did you ever see a veiled nun saying 
ber prayers? They say she has a rosary she 
tells them on,but at Mr. Lambert’s conserva- 
tory I caught her kneeling in as chaste an or- 
atory as ever shrined a saint. 

A pure white hood half hid her features 
but I conid see the deums and ave marias mm 
her cloguently sweet and pious face. How 
she had changed since last we met away 
back in the Protozoa! How has our cousin 
kept her beauty and her piety this long time 
so well? She has been fed with convenient 
food and clothed with vesture that is always 
new; her life has had no jeaiousy and she has 
lived at peace with her sistérs, she isan Eve 
who never ate the apple or felt the serpent’s 
sting; her Adam has been always near, con- 
stant and true and she has beenchaste through 

-all the ages. 

Don’t call vegetables plebeian. You can’t 
afford to run down your kin. It would pay 
you to cultivate their acquaintance. 

Don't say there is anything commonplace 
about vegetables if you have never watched 
and fostered them day by day and seen 
the young shoots reach out for support and 
follow the sun around the stake that holds 
them up. They are almost all sun worship- 
ers, but the poor cabbage hides its head while 
the bugs are eating at its heart. 

Did you ever get up early in the morning in 
summer while the dew was onthe grass and 
work in the garden before breakfast? And 
did you ever lean over a bed of strawberries 
until your back ached and you wished there 
never was a runner or a berry? 

If you have not you don’t know the flaver 
of the berry and your appetite for vegetables 
is not worth acent. You should go out early 
in the spring with a four pronged fork and 
turn overa garden bed to the depth of ten 
inches if you want to know what vegetables 
are Worth. 

As yousit crunching your lettuce dressed 
with olive oil, or gloating over the first fresh 
strawberries, how little you know what it 
takes to make a strawberry! 

Ittakes the right kind of earth to give it 

lood and the sun to make it blossom and give 
ita complexion and it takes human hands to 
prune and weed and cultivate it up from the 
little wild berry to the large luscious fruit you 
dote on. 

Your gardener studies the pedigree of his ber- 
ries as the Jerseyman does his favorite 
strain, and he feeds them just as careful- 
ly and houses them with as much 
solicitude. You think you catch cold 
easily, but just leave the door of a green- 
house open five minutes on a sunny day wlren 
the wind is blowing from the north and the 
next morning all your flowers will be covered 
with mildew. 

Youdo not dream of frames and forcing 
under glass; of transplanting and watering 
and weeding, and the thousand and one cares 
the gardener has with his plants before he can 
bring them to market. 

What think you of getting up before dav to 
fight cutworms off the cabbages you are to eat 
this fall, or of watering them for three hours 
on a hot summer afternoon ? 

Mr. Thayden, who furnishes vegetables to 
the Kimball and Markham house, has an 
elaborate water works system with a reservoir 
that holds 80,000 gallons—one third as much as 
the reservoir which supplies the city of Rome, 
which our Brother Jonathan Graves champi- 
ons with a babylonian tongue. 

Mr. Thayden gives his flowers a warm bath 
every morning in winter just as if they were 
children and puts them to bed in summer with 
a shower bath from his reservoir. The water 
comes from a well whence it is pumped bya 
wind mill to the reservoir on the summit of a 
neighboring hill. 

The great trouble with market gardeners 
about Atlanta is to compete with the truck 
farmers of south Georgia and Florida, Their 
vegetables come to maturity nearly a month 
earlier than those about -Atlanta. 
This competition did not trouble them 
vory much until the last few 
years and they manage by using the freshness 
of their vegetables as a strong point to market 
them to pretty good advantage. Some like 
Mr. Lambert, opposite thejcemetery, are going 
extensively into flowers which are coming into 

‘better demand everyjyear. Mr. Wachendorff, 
who used to raise vegetables out on Simpson 
street, has devoted himself to flowers entirely 
and has nine g:eenhouses warmed by steam 
and a reservoir which is supplied from a well 
by a winglmill. 

There is a strange thing about 
growing roses. Some kinds have been 
shipped here from Washington early in the 
season because they cannot be grown here 
under glass. Lhesun comes out so strong 
here occasionally in the early part of the sea- 
son that the temperature inside the green 
house rises too high. Then if you put up the 
sash or open the doors for veutilation the 
flawers will mildew in five minutes, This is 
the florist’s explanation. 

“T don’t raise lily of the valley,*’: said Mr. 
Wachendorff, ‘because there is not enough de- 
mand to justify the trouble. The demand for 
tiowers is increasing wonderfully in Atlanta. 
When I came here twelve years ago 
it was nothing in comparison to the present 
demand. We are increasing our facilities and 
getting new flowers all the time. 

* Who are my bestcustomers? Well, I could 
hardly tell you that. I value the customer 
who pays me one ortwo dollars for a bouquet 
just as much as the one who pays me ten, be- 
cause he has patronized meto the extent of 
his means. The largest expense in decorations 
was of course duting President Cleveland’s 
visit. The decoratiens-ia—the houses which 
entertained him cost about four hundred 
dollars.”’ 

There are about fifty people who sell vege- 
tables in Atlanta, and about a dozen of these 


' are market gardeners. Mr. Thayden is an 


example of the best and most prosperous type 
of these. He has eighteen acres on the Hunter 
street road, a mile beyond the Atlanta uni- 


versity, and he gets out of those eighteen 
acres more money, more solid comfort and, 
best of all, more contentment than most men 
get off a three or four hundred-acre farm. 

“They scratch harder in the clay every year 
and make about a half bale tothe acre,’’ said 
he, “and I think I make three.’’ 

Probably the most important crop he raises 
is lettuce. It has to be raised under 
glass to compete with the southern truck 
farms, and he has about a half acre covered 
with frames. 

In his barn, Mr. Thayden has a workshop 
which isastudy. He has invented and made 
with his own hands a corn planter which puts 
in and covers two or three grains every two 
feet, or any desired distance, It is done by 
means of a round leather belt with little tin 


cups about the size of tumblers, They come |

up through the corn hopper, like the cups on 
the elevator belt of a mill, and, gathering two 
or three grains, dump them over into the fur- 
row as the belt rounds the wheel and turns 
down. A bristle brush at the bottom 
of the hopper allows the little cups to come 
through from beneath, but bends back and 
stops the opening before any corn can drop 
through. 

Iie has made a potato planter that almost 
talks. It has two arms that alternately reach 
down into the hopper, seize a cut potato with 
their needle-like fingers, raise it about four 
inches and then turn it loose and throw it over 
the side of the hopper by one motion. 

He says the corn planter with one mule does 
the work of five men and plows, and the other 
machine must do more. 

“I make everything pay,” said he; and it_is 
no wonder he does, with his fertility of re- 
sources. But it takes careful management. 
He sells potatoes, for instance, at seventy-five 
cents to a dollar a bushel and manages to sell 
them by planting alittle late, so asto bring 
them to market in June and July. The same 
point has to be made on almost all the vegeta- 
bles. Everything must be timely to pay. 

Mr. Thayden’s LeConte pear trees show 
what may be done with that fruitin north 
Georgia. Just outside the shrubbery 
that lines the avenue from his ‘gate 
to the house are two rows of 
Le Conte pear trees twelve to fifteen feet high. 
They are six years old and full of fruit for the 
first time. 

There has not been svch a wealth of blos- 
soms in many years, and there is every indica- 
tion that there will be an abundance of fruit. 
Only a severe frost will cut it off now. If 
Brother Irl Hicks will let us off easy on his 
storm period just after the 25th we will have 
plenty of fruit. 

Mr. Thayden_ thinks the gardeners 
about Atlanta sell about $50,000 worth 
of vegetables a year, and there 
are -—— ten times that many _ shipped 
here, This includes watermelons, .of 
which there are a good many small patches 
that bring their owner $400 a year. 

Atlantais surrounded with gardens which 
she can make as numerous and as large as she 
pleases by her demand. The market house, 
when it is built, will stimftilate the demand for 
home-raised vegetables; for with a market 
house a more perfect inspection will be possi- 
ble and this will work to the advantage of the 
market gardeners who can always give the 
people something fresh. W. G, Cooper.

Stevenson, a retired sea captain, liv- 
ing in New Orleans at the breaking out of the 
the confederate ram Manasses 
was wholly his invention and was built entirely 


_at his cost before the battle of Bul! Run. 


“Tle Enoch Train, built in Boston and used 
as a tow boaton the ‘Mississippi river, was a 
double propeller with two engines and power- 
f2l machinery, 1£0 feet long, 22 feet beam, 8 
feet hold and about 9$tons burden. Steven- 
gon took off her housers, cut her toa tiank 
shear, completely covering her by a hutting on 
a deck with heavy timber, and covering it with 
two thicknesses of railroad iron bent and fitted 
so as to form a smooth surface over the whole 
side to the water’s edge. Two short smoke- 
stacks alone protruded above the even surface 
of the whole ontside, and the prow was made 
with heavy iron projecting five and a half feet 
under water. She was stecred by a wheel 
under the deck entirely covered. In case she 
were boarded by the enemy it was so arranged 
thathot water could be thrown in streams 
ugon the boarding party, 

‘The construction was such a novelty at 
New Orleans that it attracted public attention 
and the ram was visited by many hundreds of 
people. It was called the ‘“‘Nondescript,’’ and 
was generally ridiculed by the public. But 
Stevenson was strong-minded and had 
faith and money, and was en- 
couraged by his friend, Captain 
Charles William Austin, now a resident of 
Savannah. He superintended the construc- 
tion of the ‘‘Nondescript,’’ and it was from 
him that these facts were obtained. 

“When the ram was completed, a crew was 
obtained. Federal gunboats heavily armed 
were lying at the mouth of the Mississippi, 
and it wasintended it should attack them. 
Commodore Hollins, the confederate naval 
commander, refused to detail men to serve on 
the Nondeseript, but Captain Austin was 
allowed to obtain volunteers out of the navy. 
Nineteen men volunteered, and with these the 
craft proceeded to Jackson, twenty-two miles 
above the blockade squadron, on the 12th of 
October, 1861. Commodore Hollins allowed 
Stevenson and Austin the uss of his dispatch 
boat Ivy to reconnoitre the euemy preparatory 
to making a night attack. 

“They approached to a point just out of 
range where lay the steam sloopof war ‘Rich- 
mond’ next the east bank of the river, with 
twenty-two guns, the sloop of war ‘Vincen- 
nes’ with fourteen guns, the sloop of war 
‘Preble’ with fourteen guns and the sloop of 
war ‘Water Witch’ with six guns. They lay 
abreast across ihe Mississippi river and headed 
up stream with their strings out and guns 
shotted all ready for action- at a moment’s 
notice.. The four gun boats with fifty-six guns 
and well manned were a mighty power for the 
ram. Some of the confederate naval oflicors 
had said that the ‘‘Nondescript’’ would be 
blown out of tho water. 

“The ‘Richmond’ had been selectcd as the 
boat to be attacked and the ‘Nondescript’ was 
gotten under full headway. When she was 
too close to withdraw without discomfiture or 
perhaps disaster, it was discovered that a 
schooner was lying abreast of the ‘Richmond’ 
on the side of the attack. The ram plunged 
ahead, all steam on, and strach the schooner, 
cutting her in two and running the prew into 
the Richmond. ‘The ram then hauled off and 
the schooner sank. The Richmond fired a 
broad-side at the ‘Nondescript’ without effect 
and tinding herself disabled and leaking with- 
drew, giving signals of: dangersto the other 
boats, and the whole blockade Squadron dis- 
appeared down the river. 

‘*The blow on the schooner and the “Rich- 
mond’’ produced such a concussion upon the 
ram as to disable one of her engines and ren- 
der her unfit for further action, but did not 
destroy Captain Austin’s footing on deck. 

“This ram was afterwards adapted by the 
confederate government and Captain Steven- 
son was fully compensated forher. Hername 
was changed to the “‘Manassas” and she saw 
service aiterwards.”’ 

Colonel Austin formerly lived in Texas but 
is now a citizen of Fulton county and ‘was in 
the city yesterday attending the session of the 
State Farmers’ Alliauce.

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THE RABIES CURABLE. 


SUCCESSFUL TREATMENT OF A 
VERE CASE AT WOOSTER, O. 


SE- 


A Boy Who Gas Recovered From the Dis- 
ense—The Treatment Given by the At- 
tending Physician. 

From the Si. Louis Republie, 

W hat has been described asa case of genuine 


_hydrophobia vecently occurred near Wooster, 
| O. The statement that it has been cured was 


heralded by the Associated Press and has at- 
tracted wide attention. 

Wooster, O., April 2,—Nothstanding the 
generally accepted belief that hydrophobia is 
an incurable afiliciion, the Republic representa- 
tive today conversed with a person who. has 
survived the horrible paroxysm of the rabies 
His name is David Barkey, a bright and 
only son of Jacob Barkey, a well-to-do farmer 
of this county. The boy was found sitting up 
in bed in his fathor’s home, fourteen miles 
northeast of here. He looks remarkably well 
for one who was racked for nearly one week 
with from one to five convulsions daily. His 
voice is a little husky, but is gradually getting 
stronger, and aside from a partial paralysis of 
his limbs from the knees down, the boy is ap- 
parently well. He converses intelligently and 
his mind appears to be clear. 

CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE CASE. 

His caso is;a remarkable one and has attract- 
ed attention from all over the country. The 
following are the facts relating thereto: 

On the tenth of February last young Barkey, 
who is now eleven years of age, came home 
from school and complained of feeling unwell. 
His entire muscular system appeared to be af- 
fected, and a physician was called in to treat 
the boy. The ailment was diagnosed as 
muscular rheumatism, and was treated as such, 
yielding to treatment generally resorted to for 
that ill. About ten days later the disease as- 
sumed a different phase. The patient would 
sink into a semi-paralytie state, in which he 
would remain forabout twenty minutes or half 
an hour, and then grouse up, feeling, to all ap- 
pearances, first-rate. This continued for sev- 
eral clays, and then he became. subject to par- 
oxysms.. He would look around the room and 
stare at some object or person. His eyes 
would become glassy, and he would stick out 
his tongue and pant like a dog in hot weather. 
Froth wonld gather at his mouth and he would 
bark like a dog and simulate the growl of a 
vicious canine. While in a paroxysm he would 
snap atand attempt to bite persons around 
him. 

When these symptoms first manifested them- 
selves the attending physician became alarmed 
and called other physicians in consultation. 
On the day the consultation was held 
the boy experienced five paroxysnis. Tests 
were made to properly diagnose the disease, 
and when water was placed before him or some 
sparkled on his face he would be attacked with 
paroxysms. The ailment was then decided 
upon as hydrophbia. 

About eight years ago young Barkley, then 
two and a half years of age, was bitten through 
the upper lip by the family dog. Nothing se- 
rious was thought of his injury. This dog was 
th ought to be healthy at the time, but subse- 
quenfly the canine manifested signs of mad- 
ness and was killed. The boy was also bitten 
by a neighbor’s dog last fall. After the boy 
was taken ill the dog was killed and exammed 
and pronounced all right. The physicians de- 
cided that the rabic infection came from the 
first dog, but probably not from the bite through 
the lip. Itisthought that the dog had what 
is known as dumb, or paralytic, rabies, and not 
the ‘‘street’’ rabies, the latter being generally 
the form of hydrophobia with which animals 
are afflicted. The supposition is that the dog, 
either after or between the paralytic fits he 
was subject to, licked a sore on the boy’s hand 
i body and transmitted the rabic poison to 

m. . 

The boy’s sickness began with the dumb, or 
paralytic rabies, althougl for some weeks prior 
to his illness he evinced a disposition to snap 
at his playmates at school. His conduct in this 
respect was regarded at the time as mere 
pluyfulness. 

THE FIRST TREATMENT. 

When the character of the disease had been 
decided npon, the patient was secured to his 
bed by bandages drawn over his body. His 
hands and arms were covered with thick cloth 
mittens. Tie paroxysms at first manifested 
themselves at about the noon hour. They 
were horrible in the extreme, and persons who 
witnessed them say they never want to behold 
a similar sight. While in a paroxysm the boy 
appeared to be possessed of super- 
Luman strength. Two strong men, wearing 
heavy gloves on their hands, would 
hold his arms back, and it was a ter- 
rible strugg! for them to do -it. 
While in a paroxysm the boy managed to get 
his father’s gloyed hand in his mouth, and bit 
through the glove to the skin, but did not 
bring blood. Another attendant’s hand was 
bitten until theends ofhis fingers became 
black and blue. 

The paroxysms were of about half an hour’s 
duration, and as they progressed he would be- 
come more violent. Pillows and thick pieces 
of cloth were thrust into his mouth to satisfy 
his desire to bite. As the paroxysms would 
pass off, he would sink into asort of paralytic 
condition and then rouse up, ashe did when 
he was first taken ill. : 

His appetite was goodand he ate with a 
relish, but the sight of water would drive him 
into a paroxysm. The sight of styangers 
would have a similar eflect upon him, and it 
was troublesome work to keep the hundreds 
of curious visitors away from the house. Such 
interest was taken iu the case that nearly 200 
strangers called at the house one afternoon, 
and since then hundreds of people have called 
there, and the daily callers are yet counted by 
the score. 

THE MEDICINES USED. 

The medicines used to bring about young 
Barkey’s seemingly miraculous cure were 
very simple. <Aconite, hydrate of chloral and 
salicylate of soda were given in large doses. 
Hydrophobia was regarded by the attending 
physician, Dr. P.S. Greenamyer, as an af- 
fection of the nerves solely, and he set about 
to-place that portion of the system in a condi- 
tion that would prevent the rabic poison from 
acting onit. He did not know whether rabic 
poison was 2 self-limiting infection or not, but 
supposed that, it was, hence no effort was 
made to directly check the poison. but it was

THE CENTRAL RAILROAD. 


What Will Be the Size of the June Divi 
dend. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 6.—[Special.}—The 
stockholders of the Georgia Central have felt ap 
uneesiness regarding the June dividend. Wil {€ 
be four pet cent? There have been years when the 
dividend wes not four percent, The late Mr. Wad- 
ley probably passed more dividends in his life than 
he ever did mile posts or telegraph poles io his 
traveia Gradually Central stock. came to be re~ 
garded as non-dividend paying, and it wes held 
dear at 30. Each timea dividend was passed s 
block of stock would pass also into the bands of 
Moses Taylor or some other backer of the creat rail- 
road magnate, whose statue dominates the streets of 
Macon like another Wellington or Washingtos 
passins the Delaware. 

In spite of Mr. Wadley's despairing annual welle 

ver the depraved condition of the stock of the road 
which was committed to bis care, his ftienda cone 
tinued to buy it up, until, all on a sudden, f om bee 
ing @ very inferior property it wai Muad 
to be 80 profitable that a a Pip 
dividend of 42 per ceut Was declared, anda gift of 
about 35 per cont was made to the happy owners of

the income or more. Alter this food is boughs 
how much of itis wasted in bad cooking? 
how much human force is wasted in conse. 
quence of bad cooking? How much docs dys 
pepsia or indigestion, caused by bad cooking, 
impair the working capacity oftho people of 
the United States and diminish their product. 

Can five cents worth per day be saved? Is 
notthat a very insuflicient measure of the 
difficrence between a, poor, wasteful cook 
and a good cconomical one? If five cents @ 
day can be saved on food and fuel, while at the 
same time that which is bought and cooked 
mav be converted into a more nutritious and 
appetizing food, the difference in each com- 
munity of 6000 people would be $109,509 a year 
or about nine percent of the total product of 
the typical community which we hayo ss3uin- 
ed to be $1,200,000 w year in gross. 

W hen the attention of the labor reformer ig 
brought dowh from grand schemes for alter. 
ing the whole constitution of society by act of 
congress or the state legislature, to the simple 
question of how each person, each family, oF 
each community may better itself under exist 
ing conditions great progress will have been 
made in solving all the problems which are 
now pending.

Funny Copyright Business, 

A very funny complication has arisen in 
the state of New York, and it may prove t 
be an important one. In 1887 the legisla- 


ture passed an act authorizing the governor 


to appoint three commissioners to examine 
@ proposed code of evidence, which had 
been adopted by the previous legislature, 
but which had not. been approved by tho 
governor. 

In accordarce with this resolution, the 
governor appointed: three conimiussioners, 
among them David Dudley Field. The 
commissioners have recently made their 
report, and it is divided into three parts— 
first, an introductory Statement; secondly, 
the draft of the Pre] oscal code of evidence 
Stself; and, lastly, “the notes of the com- 
missioners of the code of evidence.” 

These notes are; the most important part 
of the pamphiet, ‘ard they are copyrighted 
by David Dudley Field and William 
sey. .The Sun raikes the question whet 
these notes, prepared under the direction of 
and paid for by ihe state of New York, ean 
be copyrighted by the two officials whose 
Dames are attached to the formula. 

The probability is that the copyright bus- 
iness in this case is an inintentional fraud. 
It is the same as if the codifiers of the 
Georgia laws, employed and paid by the

state for thelr work, had copyrighted the 
code of the state for their personal benefit. 

The copyright laws cover no such case as 
this.

“that that man has done more than any one 
manto build up and strengthen the demo- 
cratic party in Georgia. He has been a very 
important factor in three crises in the history 
of our state since the war, either of which 
would have injured us had it not resulted as it 
did. Lhave differed with him in some of 
these issues, but I am not ashamed tosay now 
he was right and I was wrong. 


“Take, for instance, the convention of 1868. 
I ruean the constitutional convention. A 
large partof the intelligence of the state let 
the election that chose these delegates go by 
default, and paid no attention to it. I advised 
that course myself. Trammell was elected 
from the Dalton district. I watched his course, 
and with only a handful ef democrats he com- 
bined with the conservatives of the conven- 
tion and made oiie of the best censtitutions 
adopted during the reconstruction period in 
any southern state. From my knowledge of 
what was donein that convention, { know 
that Colonel Trammell had more todo in se- 
curing the good provisions of that constitution 
than anyour else.’ 


“The next crisis that Colonel Trammel) 
showed his statesmanship and skill as a pariia- 
mentarian in was as president of the conven- 
tion of 1877, when the constitution, now known 
as the new constitution, was made. This con- 
vention was composed ofsome of the ablest 
men in our state, and, while I think failed to 
make any improvement on the old eonstitu- 
tion, it clearly settled many questions that 
were open in our state until that convention. 
Colonel Trammell handled that body, as pre- 
siding otiicer, with perfect skill, and I have no 
doukt any member of that body will readily 
agree that to him is due great credit for the 
success of the convention.” 

“The third crisis 1 referred to is when the 
state railroad commission was organized. You 
remember it was considered by everyone as an 


experiment—no one doubted the unlimited 


nowers voted the commissioners—it was a ne- 
eessity, and it was conceded by every ove that 
its success depended entirely on the personnel 


of the commission. I was in favor of modify- 
ing the powers of the commission by giving 
the right of appeal to the railroads. The leg- 
islature refused this—well, this commission 
has been a blessing to Georgia. Colonel Tram- 
mell’s conservatism, and skillful management 
has been seen all through its action.

MARIETTA’S SUMMER NOTEL CON- 
SUMED BY VIRB. , 


The Cause !s Unknown-—The Fire Discovered By a 
Lady—The Fire Department Does Hard Work, 
But Without Sucre's—The Losses, 

Marniktra, April 6.-—[Special.|—The Whit- 
lock house, known throughout the country as 
one of the most popular and delightful sum- 
mer houses in the south, was entirely destroy- 
ed by fire today, tovether with the Sinith 
mansion and three or four cottages. 

Fifty thousand dollars will not covor the 
loss. ! 
The fire was discoved a few minutes after 
twelve o'clock and raged with fary until 
mearly four. The heute] was a handsome three 
story structure, containing about ninety rooms 
and covering fully a half acre of ground. It 
was locatea in the center of one of the pretti- 
estlawns inthe state, and was furnished in 
magnificent sty. 

THE CRIGIN. OF TIE FIRE. 

On the main ouilding and in the front there 
wasacupola or observatory, from which the 
country about Marietta coald be seen, and in 
this cupola the dre was first discovered. About 
five minutes after twelve a lady passing along 
Whitiock avenue saw a blaze playing through 
the observatory and gave the alarm. In no 
time the fire beils were ringing and people 
were ushing to .the scene. The hotel 
was sheltering about -eighty-five guests 
and the alarm createé a panic among them. 
The fire department fesponded to the call, and 
Chiet Schoentha! wat upon the ground in a 
few minutes. The ecnpola was then a solid 
sheet of tire, and ithe flames were beginning to 
attack the roof. The engines had not arrived, 
and, directing his assistant, Mr. Langs, to go 
into the building 

TO LOCATE THE FIRE,

Large 
crowds had been drawn by the fire, and while 
the firemen werd at work trying to 
subdue the tlames, citizens were 
assisting the guests in carrying ont 
their baggaze. The guests were principally 
Jadies and children and at first they were 
panic-stricken. They rushed hither and 
thither screaming andcalling for help, bunt in 
a short time the few cooler heads restored their 
good sense and everybody got out without any 
one being hurt, while nearly all the baggage 
was reinoved, 

INVALID, CARRIED OUT, 

There were two invalids in the hotel—one 
Mrs. Hewitt, of Cincinnati, a paralytic who 
was upon the top floor, was carried out by sev- 
eral ladics and ventiemen. The other, a child, 
was removed by iis mother, Mrs. Hirschbein, 
of Chicago. As the guests poured out of the 
building they were.met upon the streets by 
gitizens who gave tltem a temporary hoine. 

The furniture in the house was jerked 
around recklessly by those removing it and 
was terribly damaged. The pianos were 
broken up. The lid of one split open, and two 
legs knocked o:f, while the other was equaily 
torn to pieces, The pictures and mirrors 
were destroyed while marbles and toilet sets 
were broken inio fraginents. 

LIGHTING THE FIRE, 

The twocnginues gave up the water from the 
cistern as fast as the Lose could carry it but 
it was not enough to check the thames. The 
cupola went down with aerash sending large 
goals flying in every direction. Then 4 min- 
ute later the roof of the mnain building drepped 
fn and the ftlamesranidly traveled down and 
to the rear until the entire’ building 
was on fire.

THE INSURANCE. 

The hotel was valued at $25,000, while the 
furniture was worth about $10,000.

A COSTLY PILE OF FLATS TO BE 
ERECTED. 


The Home Building Which is Going On [n the City 
and Suburbs—Some of the Handsome Homcs— 
An Architect Talks, 


“There are twice as many homes building 
in Atlanta today as at any one time since I 
have lived in the city.’”’ 

This was the remark of Mr. C, W. Hunni- 
cutt. Now hear what Mr. Ben Padgett, the 
well known contractor, says: 

“I have never seen such a widespread and 
universal building, especially home building, 
asin Atlantanow. There is not an idle me- 
chanic in the city.” 

Hon. Frank Rice says: ‘‘There is not an idle 
laborer in the city of Atlanta who is willing to 
work, and there never has been as much im- 
provement going on at one time since Atlanta 
was a city; as there is today.’’ 

The era of home building has begun in earn- 
est. The tax assessor’s books will show that 
nearly twice as many homes are being built 
today in Atlanta than were standing here at 
the close of the war. 


A COSTLY PILE OF FLATS, 

A very interesting experiment is going to be 
made in building flats. A number of gentle- 
men have entered into contract to rent a flat 
that will cost $60,000 to $75,000 at an annual 
rental that will pay about twelve per cent on 
the investment. Mr. L. B. Wheeler is now 
engaged in perfecting the plans. The flats 
will be about 100x150 feet, with a handsome 
court in the center, and accommodations for 
from sixteen to twenty families. It will be 
built five stories, and the fifth story will be de- 
voted to dining room, restaurant and kitchen. 
The flats will be provided with two passenger 
elevators and a freight elevator, and will have 
every convenience to be found in the finest 
flats in New York city. <A janitor will be in 
charge and the whole pile will be Jighted 
by electric light, heated with steam and a res- 
taurant will be run fer the accommodation of 
those whodo not wish to keep house. Each 
floor will be provided with suits of rooms, rang- 
ing from two rooms to eight, and a family can 
get literally any sort of accommodations they 
desire. The names of the parties to this en- 
terprise cannot be given, but Mr. Wheeler has 
about completed the plans, and says that he 
is very sure that the building will be under- 
taken and finished. 

The disposition toward flats is very marked. 
Mr.George Winship is now building four houses 
at a cost of about $30,000. These will be fin- 
ished with every convenience, and will have 
eight reoms to the floor, and will be four 
stories high. Each flat will be rented to fam- 
ilies, and every one is already spoken for at 
rental rates that satisfy the investor. Mr. 
John Hill is going to build a block of flats 
similar in style but one story less, just across 
the street on Ivey, atacost of about $20,000. 
Mr. Hugh Inman is building two flats on Cain 
street on somewhat the same style ata cost of 
about £12,000, 

Among the handsome houses to be put up on 
Peachtree is Mr. W. J. Speer’s at a cost of 
about $30,000, and Mr. Hugh Inman’s remod- 
elling and addition to his house at a cost of 
about $16,009. From Mr. Hunnicutt’s piaza, 
on Hunnicutt avenue, can be seen over 
$100,009 of improvements in homes, including 
Mr. Speer’s, which is just to be begun. Judge 
Hammond, Mr. Westinore!and and Mr. Jolin- 
son are building on Capito] avenue at a cost of 
about $12,000 apiece. Indeed, the building 
runs from a two room shanty up to. a paiace, 
and is to be found literally in every quarter of 
the city.

QUE £X-CASHIER RELEASED FROM 
JAIL. 


J, M. Richards, Formerly Cashier of the Mercantile 
Banking Company, Was Yesterday Released 
From Jail by Judge Marshall J, Clarke—Pro- 
ceedings in the Courts—Tolleson Now Alone. 


Yesterday afternoon the cashier of the de- 

unct Mercantile Banking company was re- 

‘soa from jail,and now President Tolleson is 
Alone in his glory. 

-ichards was in court yesterday and 60 
wrere all of the attorneys and others interested. 
The effort tosecure HKichards’s release was 
ptrongly opposed by counsel fcr the creditors 
of the concern. : 

But Richards wo. 

As evidence in his favor, Mr. Richards’s at- 
torneys introdaced the record in the Mercan- 
tile Banking company’s case, and Mr. Rich- 
‘ards himself went on the stand. He was 

uestioned closely gbout his connection with 
the defunct concern and was being subjected 
to a rigid examination both by the counsel and 
the court itself. - 

Mr. Richards maintained his claim that he 


was 
SIMPLY AN EMPLOYE 

and knew nothing whatever of any ‘assets be- 

longing te the company. He 

claimed that he neither had any assests 

pow, nor had he had any, 

this point being the same as on his former ap- 


pearance in court. / 
jut Judge Clarke wasn’t altogether satis- 


fied. 
RHREWD OR DULL? 

Ever since his first appearance in court, 
Judge Clarke has been undecided as to wheth- 
er Richards was an exceedingly shrewd man 
oran exceedingly dull one, who had been 
made the dupe of Financier Tolleson. The 
judge's examinaton on this point yesterday 
was thorough and decidedly pointed. 

‘‘Now. Mr. Richards,’’ he said, in the course 
of questioning the cashicr about some of the 
peculiar transactions with which he was more 
or less connect d, ‘*] wish you would tell me 
whether you have ever been crazy.’’ 

Mr. Richarcs thought he hadn’t. 

‘‘Butdo you think you have average intelli- 
gence ?”’ 

Mr. Richards thought he had—had always 
thought so, in fact. 

The court then questioned him about “his 
education and early advantages. In reply 
to this, hesaid that he was thrown upon his 
own resources when he was eleyen years old, 
and all he knew he had picked up in his con- 
tact with the world. 

NEW TESTIMONY INTRODUCED. 

The only new testimony-against Mr. Rich- 
ards came in the shape of two telegrams, con- 
cerning which Mr. Stephens, manager of the 
Western Union, testified. Both were directed 
to Latham A:exander & Co., New York bank- 
ers, With whom the Mercantile Banking com- 
pany head an account. The first was sent by 
J. RK. Tolleson, as president of the company, 
‘and was an order tothe bankers to transfer to 
ie account of J, M. Richards the $1,800 which 
was then to tae credit of Mr. Tolleson’s con- 
cern. 

The second tetegram was sent a day later, 
Runday. ‘This was signed by Mr. Richards, 
and transferred the $1,800toJ. H. & A. L. 
James. Loth telegrams were sent after 
m receiver had .been appointed, and of 
course the fsct that Mr. Richards 
had made ary transfer at all, 
of money which preperly belonged to the cred- 
itors of the concern.was against him. 

Mr. Richards explained this by stating that 
3.6 fast. teanefer to him had been made entirely 
without his knowledge, and that he knew 
nothing aboutit until the day after it was 
done. That day, Sunday, Tolleson came to 
him and asked him. to transfer the account to 
the James banking: conoern so that his credi- 
tors might have acbess to it, and he did it 
without thinking if was anything wrong. 

MOR IN RICHARDS’S BEHALF. 

Other testimony in Richards’s behalf was 
given by Mr. R. 6. Jordan, Tollerson's attor- 
ney, who said that Richards was a mere em- 
ploye. Mr. Forbes, the bogkkeeper, testified to 
the saine effect, and Mr. Tolleson’s aflidavit, 
making the same statement, was read. 

There was also an affidavit from Mrs. 
Richards. 

Mrs. Richards stated that her husband was 
simply an employe ot the bank and drew his 
galary assuch regularly. She said that she 
disbursed it for household expenses. Since 
Mr. Richards has been in jail, her father and 
her sister have provided both for her aud Mr. 
Richards. 

in his test.mony Mr. Richards was subjected 
to a severe cross examination by Colonel Nat 
Hammond aod Mr. Aleck Smith and answered 
all the questions put to him with apparant 
franknoss. The points in the case were argued 
by Colone!] Westmoreiand and Mr. W. T. 
Moyers for Mr. Richards, while Colonel N, J. 
Hammond sind Mr. Aleck Smith presented 
the lega) points for the other side. 

THE COURT'S DECISION. 

The court's decision was brief but tothe 
point. 

Judge Clarke said that there was some doubt 
fin his inind as to what he should do; that his 
mind was not altogether clear as to whether 
the defendant was entitled to be released or 
nat, but in view of the fact that he did have 
this dont ke liad decided to give the_prisoner 
the benefit. He did thisal) the more willingly 
because Mr. Richards had been contined in 
prison tor about sevénty days. 

Richards was congratulated on his re)ease by 
court officers ad spectators, and went his way 
rejoicing 

Tolleson has that cell all to himself now.

The thoughtful article on ‘A Biological 
Thermidor,’”’ by the Rev. W. J. Scott, is well 
worth reading. The following will give an 
idea of its scope and suggestiveness: 

Between the lowest phase of savageism and the 
highest form of the autbropoid there is a wide and 
an impassable gulf of separation. Itis not simply 
a question of the comparative yolume of brain, or 
of the presence or absence of the much talked of 
hippocampus minor, or ofthe prehensile big toe of 
the newborn child. These are subordinate issnes 
that have nota feather’s weight in this contro- 
versy. The ‘arc of human thought’ is wider than 
“the angle of perception,’”’ or else it might stagger 
in the face of these perplexities, Of hardly more 
significance isthe argument waich Professor Joseph 
Le Conte has based on homologous siruc- 
tures and embryological data. The 
former are in a large measure fanciful, and the 
analogies, when true, are such as might be expected 
to obtain between all yertebrated animals. As for 
the latter, they are of snch little worth that Von 
Jaer, the most eminertt embryologist of this or any 
previous age, has repudiated the assertion that ‘‘the 
embryos of the higher types actually pass through 
forms permanentin thelowerones.’’ On the contrary 
he says that “the types of each animal seems from 
the first to fix itselfin the embrvyoand to regulate its 
whole deveiopinent.’ These are all essentially side 
issues that do not reach the core of the main qutes- 
tion. Granting all that is claimed for them by their 
most learned advocates, there are vaster issues 
which are not compassed by this purblind logic. 
The superiority of man is indeed best seen not in 
his peculiar and superb anatomy, but in that sense 
of responsibllity to God which Daniel Webster says 
is the mostawful thought that his mind ever con- 
ceived, It is found not so much in_ his 
shape or gesture, grend as these 
confessediy are, but, as Kant has said, in 
‘‘a moral law within us’ only comparable within 
its vastness to the “starry firmament outspread 
above us.’’ Weare well appraised that Herbert 
Spencer inclades this and much more besides in 
his scheme of cosmical evolution. And thus God 
is thrust out of his own universe, and man js the in- 
habitant of a world doomed to eternal orphanage. 
Wiser than this philosophy is the simple faith of 
the savage, who 
“Sees God in clouds and hears him in the wind.”’ 
li demonstrably true it would be better to bury the 
dreadiul secret deeper “than plummet line hasever 
sounded,’’ Most assuredly, then, there is no just 
occasion for the foolish jesting of these “learned 
Thebans” at the expense of their op- 
ponents, who stil cling to .the eter- 
dal yerities and who still reverence’ the 
eternal sanctities of Theism, It is no trivial 
matter to Cespoil humanity of its faith in a personal 
God who cares for the oxen and notes the fall of a 
sparrow—a God so loving and merciful that the 
lights up the dark 1@ ley of death with the torch of 
eternal hope, and promise to His “ransomed ones” 
anew heavenande new earth, wherein dwelleth 
rigiteousness, Better the horrid hells of Dante’s 
Inferno than the blood curdling visions and spec- 
ters of this terrible nightmare of Materialism.

this time perhaps one hundred and @fty disabled 
old soldiers in Georgia who are disabied by wounds 
and by disease, who are without means of any kind 
aud wholly unable to take care of themselvos 
There are over two thousand who are disabled and 
en'itied to pensions from the state but hundreds of 
them are able toearna living, some of them are 


| rich and many others hod lucrative public and 


private positions. The state is paying out aunually 
about $150,000 to these beneficiaries and it is doing 
an immense amount of good. But the people of 
Georgia must go further and not stop at this. We 
ought to take tender care of the poor 
broken down man who bravely faced all the dan- 
gers and hardships of war and who is now helpless. 
Itisa shame that any one of these od heroes 
should te driven to begging alms. And Pam sure 
the appeal which THE ConsTITUTION has made will 
not be in vain, but the “‘Hlome” will be established. 

Permit me to sugguest that there are many strong 
objections to erecting an imposing, extensive house 
where elloithe inmates or beneficiaries must be 
crowded. This makes the place appear like a pris- 
on or poor house, leaves no room for employment, 
creates discontent after the novelty of the place 
wears of. Itis necessarily expensive and where 
money in large quantitiesis to be disbursed there 
is always more or less waste and room for abuse and 
diversion of the funds to° improper purposes. 
I have thought of this soldiers’ home hundreds of 
times, and it occurred tome that a model home 


gould be establishedin this way. Say we start out 


to provide for one hundred and fifty disabled vet- 
crans, Select, in some fertile, healthy lIccality near 
@ railroad, 3,000 acres of land. Apportion 10 acres 
of good land to each beneficiary, build him a nice 
little home for himself and his family, stock it with 
pony or mule and cow and calf, give them absolute 
title to the place for life, and agree that his dear 
old wife, ifshe survives him, will be allowed to live 
out her days on the place. Give him enough wood 
land to furnish him tuel, or leave in a body enough 
wood land to supply the whole colony, and help 
them with supplies the first year, If such a home 
were established it would not be subject 
to the objections I mention to 
the huge building with its cupalos and 
colonuads, and rich surroundings, He 
could have his cow and his pony, his ducks, chick- 
ens and pigs and could raise frulte and vegetables 
and inthis way support himself and family. In 
case there were applicants who had no familles er 
any near relatives, some suitable provision could 
be made for their care on the premises, The land I 
imagine could be bought for from three to five dol- 
lars per aere, and good comfortable cabins could 
be built for an average of $250 each. This would 
require $15,000 for the land, and $60,000 for homes, 
stock ete., for one hundred and fifty families, mak- 
ing $75,000. It could be further supplemented by 
$7,500 annually paid these bene iciaries as pensions, 
This programme carried out and properly conduct- 
ed, would make the home self-sustaiuing after once 
established, and when the last oid hero with his 
faded gray jacket shall have passed over the river 
and rests under the trees, with Jackson and Lee, 
and Walker and Polk, and Hood, and Johnston, 
then this propery could be given to some other 
great charity, W. H. Harrison.

‘Seven on the Scaffold. 


The Most Horrible Hanging Scene Ever 
Witnessed in Atlanta. 


It was a summer day in the early ‘sixties. 
Atlanta lay basking in the sunshine; with 
hardly a movement ora sound to disturb the 
peace that brooded over her.

Here and there might have been seen the : 


flash of shining steel, and groups of armed 
men, but there was nothing beyond this that 
savored of war.

In a large room in the old jail perhapsa 
score or so of prisoners were assembled. Some 
were chatting over old times; others were 
looking through the grated windows at the 
bright outside world, and several were playing 
cards. They wereaset of stalwart fellows, 
shapely and muscular, with keen eyes and 
bronzed, bearded taces.

Unlike ordinary jail birds, there was noth- 
ing particularly vicious in the appearance of 
these men. They looked like soldicrs, and in 
fact belonged to the federal army. Outside of 
the jail walls they were spoken of as ‘‘the en- 
gine thieves,’”’ but within the union lines they 
were regarded as detailed soldiers selected 
for aspecial mission requiring great caution 
and courage. In a word, they belonged to the 
party which under the leadership of Captain 
Andrews had almost succeeded in carrying tho 
engine and cars stolen at Big Shanty into the 
enemy’s camp, after burning behind them all 
the bridges on the state road.

The men, idly passing away the tedious 
hours of the long summer day in the gloomy 
jail, were reckless and daring adventurers and 
they looked like a dangerous crowd. 

The card-playing went on and the loungers 
about the windows talked and laughed. As 
yet they did not know their fate—they might 
be treated as prisoners of war or they might be 
put to death as spies. They did not know, and 
they took no thought of the morrow. 

A clatter of hoofs and the clashof sabers 
arrested their attention for a moment and the 
players looked up. 

“Cavalry,” said a man at the window. 

The game went on. Atlanta was@ll of cay- 
alry and infantry, too,—the matter was of no 
interest to the prisoners. 


The cavalrymen halted in front ofthe jail 
and several officers went into the building. 

When the door of the room opened and the 
jailor made his appearance aocompanied by 
the officers, the prisoners showed signs of in- 
terest. 

This yisit meant something, they thought, 
and they were not mistaken. 

One of the officers produced a paper and 
called out the names of seven prisoners. The 
men all answered. 

What did it mean? Wasit anexchange, a 
transfer, or what?

Like a thunderbolt the appalling intelli- 
gence burstupon them, They had been tried 
as spies, condemned as spies, and they were 
to be hanged as spies! 

The death warrant was read in a silence so 
intense that the falling of a pin could have 
been heard. Itstated thatthe sentence was 
to be executed as soon as it was made pnblic.

An appeal was made for a respite, but it was 
of no avail.

Then the men left their last messages for 
thelr families, and the promise was given that 
they should be sent, if possible. It turned out 
later that the war department at Richmond 
would not send them through the lines.

The seven men were stoutly pinioned, 
marched out of jailand placed in a wagon. 
The cavalry escort closed around it, and the 
procession started off. Eastward of Oakland 
cemetery at that time was a little grove, and 
in this secluded spot arrangemefits had been 
made for the execution. 

As no publication had been made of the af- 
fair, and as precautions had been taken to 
keep the matter from the public, there was not 
a very large crowd present. But, besides the 
soldiers, there were citizens, boys and a few 
negroes waiting in breathless horror for the 


last scene of all.

The gallows was a very simple machine. 
Several nooses dangled from a long beam 
stretched between two trees just overa narrow 
platform supported by props. 

With pale faces, and yet with wonderful 
composure, the seven men took their places 
on the platform, and the nooses were adjusted. 

Wilson, one of the victims, a handsome, 
manly fellow, asked permission to speak. His 
request was granted, and in a loud, clear veice 
he entered his protest against the sentence 
passed upon him and his cemrades. He said 
that they were not spies—they were detailed 
soldiers acting under orders. Then he told his 
hearers that they had been misled, that they 
were fighting for a hopeless cause, and that 
the union was bound to be restored. He told 
them that the people of the north felt no hatred 
for the south, but they would carry on the war 
until-victory was theirs, and the stars and 
stripes waved over the conquered confederacy. 

It was a mild and yet a bitter speech. No- 
body wanted to hear it, but the spectators 
listened with painful interest. When brave 
men are about to die there is always sympathy 
for them, and the confederates and the citi- 
zens around the scaffold looked on with hearts 
full of pity.

There was no help forit. Thestern decree 
had to be carried out, and after Wilson’s 
speech the props were knocked away, and the 
seven bodies hung suspended in the air. 

Few more horrible executions have ever 
been seen in this civilized land. Two of the 
prisoners were very heavy men. Their ropes 
broke and they fell to the ground. 

When they were picked up the blood was 
streaming from their mouths and nostrils, and 
they begged piteously for an houvr’s respite to 
enable them to regain their strength. 

In mercy to the sufferers, their request was 
refused. It would have been cruel to prolong 
their agony. 

So the two half-hanged men wero made to 
again thrust their heads through the nooses, 
and in a few moments their corpses were 
swingingin the ghastly line with the other 
five.

It did not take long to fill up the narrow 
trench in, which the coffinless dead were 
buried.

The cavalry clattered back to town; the citi- 
zens scaitcred off to their homes. 

Only a few engine thieves—spics—had met 
their just deserts, the people said, but for al] 
t Atlanta felt that she wasin the shadow 
of a great tragedy. 

The bright summer day faded away in sad- 
ness and darkness, and timid women shud- 
dered, while cid greybeards shock their wise 
heads ard pre«icted disaster.

| HONEST JACK HARDY. 


ABOUT EDUCATION— 


HIS IDEAS 
THE YOUNG, 


A Plucky and Experienced Turfman Who 
Had Forty-Six Notches on His Stick--How 
He Laid Out a Yankee Teacher.

‘‘In Jack Hardy, whose death is reported 
from New Orleans, the tarf loses one of its 
most unignue characters.’ suid the racing cor- 
respondent. ‘‘‘Honest Jack Hardy’ they called 
him, because whatever he said went, and you 
could bet your last dollar that he nevertolda 
lic. Last summer, in the Palmer house, two 
gentlemen were conversing; one was doing 
most all of the talking—just fell in, you see, 
from the rural districts to attend a convention 
for the promotion of educational measures, and 
fuil of his subject—and he was enlightening 
his companion about the inns and outs of 
youthful grafting. A common hayseed kind 
of a feliow was the speaker—beetiing brow, 
sleepy eye, supercilious smirk, and all that. 

‘The listener was a lantern-jawed, scrawny, 
sparsely whiskcred man with high cheek bones 
and eagle eye whose glances were hid beneath 
the scraggy lashes. Clothes of fine texture 
graced his fleshless limbs and a slouch hat con- 
cealed the proportions of his head. All at once 
he showed animation, and says he: 

‘*‘Stranger, I dunno nothink about yer ways 
of eddication hereabouts, but deown in our 
country l’ve had a trifling bit of experience, 
and 1’ll tell yersumthing. Jest let the young 
uns do about ez they please, cut their own 
swathe, and ye’il hev the best crop, yer kin 
bet yer life. "Course yer system is to fence ’em 
in and put ’em through all kinds of paces; but 
let me giv yer a pointer, yer can’t make any 
animal, two or four legged, go much different 
kind of a gait from what nature intended, and 
its all poppy-cock about those converted pacers 
bein’ able to stand off one of your natural 
trotters. Sure, they may go a good heat, may- 
be two of ’em, but before the race is over 
they’ll step on their toe and get distanced. 
Puttin’ a youngster into Latin aud Greek when 
he wants tostudy the sciences is jest like mak- 
ing @ pacer trot,and,sure as yer born, sooner or 
later the toe-weights ’ll come off and find him 
behind the flag. Then again, there’s no use 
sending out scholars to go four mile heats when 
they are bred for quarter horses. How man 
men and women have you known who race 
away at a h—— of aclip fora few years and 
then never been hearn of agin? No, sir; you 
jest want to let ihe younsters go their own gait, 
and puta booton here and there where they 
hit themselves.’ 

‘*The enunciator of these ideas had warmed 
up and now threw back his hat. What ahead! 
Round, broad, and intellectual, changing en- 
tirely the estimate of the man. 

‘This was Jack Hardy—Honest Jack. 

“A man of 50 years of age and of most va- 
ried, thrilling, and wonderful experience. Ori- 
ginally from the state of Mississippi; now a 
citizen of Texas. Little was ever known of thié 
man. For years in the west and south he has 
been a familiar figure at the race tracks, com- 
ing firstinto prominence in the days when 
quarter horses were in vogue. But everybody 
was aware of one fact—that this man of slight 
proportions was one of the kind that believed 
all men equal, and thag, lacking physical 
strength to defend himself from imposition, 
every human being had the right to use 
weapons to make good where nature denied. 
He was one of the God-bless-you-Colonel-Colt- 
who-made-us-all-equal kind, and although he 
went to his graye with no less than forty-six 
‘notches on his stick’ no breath will ever be 
raised against his memory, for he never ‘killed 
& man wrong,’ as the saying goes. 

‘There are many people who say that he 
who takes the life of his fellow-man under any 
circumstances is a murderer, and prate of jus- 
tice, human and divine. Bah! ’Tis easy to 
formulate ideas in the sanctuary, but send 
these same philosophers out into the current of 
the world’s great maclstrom and see how they 
will shift. Don’t you know there is something 
grand in the contemplation of a man who cares

still stands,off the world by his own indivi 
ality? The yery-rezson why great evils exist 
because they.are-dnsonsibly instituted and 
step by step the publie learns to bear its bur- 
den, and the man whio, poor and unaided, calls 
& halt must be respected. Such a man was 
Jack Hardy. 

‘‘Why did he kill people? Why, simply be- 
cause people tried to kill him. -I believe that 
his first victim was a northern carpet-bagging 
school teacher, who, just at the close of the 
war, Started a schoo] near; Hardy’s plantation 
in Mississippi. ‘This fellow thought he wasa 
great man under quasi-protection of the feder- 
al authorities. One day he offered an insult to 
Mrs. Hardy and Jack went looking for him. 
Well, the schoolmaster wouldn’t came out of 
the schoolhouse, so Jack just riddled the place 
and finaliy set fire to the building, catching his 
bird on the wing. O, of course you'll say he 
wasn't right to take the law into his own 
hands, but if you fellows up north here would 
do more of this sort of business your women 
folks would think a mighty. sight more of you. 
Your way would be to go home and set your 
wife crying by saying: ‘Sally, you surcly must 
have given the man 6s0me provocation,’ but 
give me the old style of the barbarian, if that’s 
what it is, ‘Mine against the worid.’ 

“It is said of him that no less than 30 men 
and women have been started in life by Jack 
Hardy, and that’s why he took go great an in- 
terest in what the hayseed educator had to say. 
But he never pulled a borse nor did amana 
wrong in anything on the turf or anywhere 
else in his lines of sporting. Clean recora, I 
tell you! And O, what a beanttal sight it was 
when he called down that big bully who occa- 
sionally hits suckers with a club on race tracks 
down south last spfting. You see, this would- 
be tough Irishman had slapped a negro boy 
of J. M. Brown & Co., and Hardy, hearing of 
itr, walked up and asked: ‘Did you strike one 
of my men?’ ‘O, my!’ replied the great turf- 
man. ‘O, my!’ (and he trembled in his bvots, 
and forgot all about being a fighter). ‘I didn’t 
know he was one of your boys,’ and made an 
abject apology. One hundred and twenty-five 
pounds of man, I tell you, against two hun- 
dred and fifteen pounds of peat.
